The questioning
process will take five minutes
and be limited to seven
subjects: name, household rela-
tionship, gender, date of birth,
Hispanic or Latino origin,
and race. The Census Bureau
never releases information that
identifies individuals or an

City Begins 2008
Budget Process

“We approach the budget
process much like the private
sector,” said Mayor Jim
Brainard. “We perform budget
forecasting 10 years out to
ensure that we can accomplish
our goals and keep our taxes
among the lowest in the state.”
Carmel’s prudent fiscal
management resulted in the
City coming in $1 million

under budget in 2006.

Strong fiscal management
of the City’s money and
controlled spending has
allowed Carmel’s taxes to
remain low — the fifth lowest
of any city in the state for
2006. With a decrease in the
city tax rate for 2007, Carmel
continues to keep taxes low

and affordable.

“Memorial Day is a special day
when we honor all those brave
military personnel who have
served and sacrificed for our
country,” said Mayor Jim
Brainard. “It is important during
this time of national conflict to
remember these brave men and
women and their families.”

He
replaces the Honorable Gail
Bardach, who was elected to
the newly created Hamilton
County Superior 6.

Prior to joining the Carmel
City Court, Judge Felix was a
deputy prosecutor in Johnson
County for over 10 years. He
was also supervising deputy for
the misdemeanor division of
the office. During his tenure,
he prosecuted major felonies,
internet sex predators and
domestic violence cases.

“I’'ve enjoyed the transition
from prosecution to the judici-
ary,” Felix said. “The people I
work with are very professional

and have helped make the
move much smoother for me.”
The Judge presides over a very
busy court, hearing 6,000-8,000
cases annually. The City Court
has jurisdiction over misde-
meanors, infractions and all
local ordinance violations.

In his two months in the
position, Felix has instituted
some changes to the Court that
he hopes will resolve cases and
be more user friendly. The
Court now remains open during
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the lunch hour, and it has
extended its hours an extra

30 minutes. In addition, credit
card payments are accepted
on-line or by phone.

Judge Felix has lived in
Carmel with his wife and two
children for six years. He is
a member of the Carmel Clay
Kiwanis Club, a member of
the Board of Managers for the
Hamilton County YMCA and
involved with Big Brothers Big
Sisters of Indianapolis.

The clinical
rotation included IV techniques,
intubation, EKG interpretation
and drug administration. In the

The two typical decorations
for New Year are “Shimenawa”
(1) and “Kadomatsu.”
Shimenawa is made of rice
straw and Kadomatosu is a kind
of bamboo and pine branch
decoration.

New Year on January 1st, and
have “Zohni” and “Osechi.”
Zohini is kind of vegetable soup
containing rice cakes. There
are a lot of different kinds of
recipes in different districts in
Japan. Osechi is also made from
many different ingredients and
served in different styles, but
mostly served cold. I think the
idea of these foods is to save
time for cooking during the
New Year’s holiday season. And
in another sense they are the
ultimate Japanese fast food!

An interesting custom is the
“Lion Dance.”(3) The lion’s
head is made of wood, and its
body is made of cloth. Two
people go under the lion’s body,

The
ceremony is held in each city
or town. Many girls wear
“Furisode,”(4) the most
gorgeous Kimono and many
boys wear suits to attend the
ceremony.

This year, the City received
a $2,000 reimbursement from the Indiana Department of
Transportation’s Safe Routes to School (SRTS) program to provide
bicycle education for Carmel school children. The goal of the Safe
Routes to School Programs is to make walking and biking to school

a viable, safe alternative.

Carmel was one of 16 proposals selected to obtain funding from
SRTS. With the award money, Carmel hosted three bicycle rodeos
this spring. The rodeos were designed to teach bicycle safety to

children in a fun environment.

“We are designing a city where bicycling and walking are
encouraged through a well-connected trail system,” said

Mayor Brainard.

Bicycle Friendly Initiatives Implemented in Carmel

Carmel was named a Bronze-Level Bicycle Friendly Community
by the League of American Bicyclist for using the following strategies
to improve bicycling/walking in the community:

e The City hosted a League Cycling Instructor training class
which resulted in eight new instructors

e Carmel Bike to Work Day

e Carmel Walk/Bike to School Day programs

e State and Federal grants and local bond issues to fund alternate

transportation projects

e A City ordinance that requires new development and building
expansions to include bicycle parking

Alarm Permits Required

Any residence or business
address with an alarm system
within the city limits of Carmel
is required by City Code to
have an alarm permit. The
permit includes information
important to the Carmel Police
when responding to an alarm
call, including
whom to call to
turn off the system.

Households or
businesses installing
new alarm systems
need to contact the
Carmel Clay
Communications
Center to apply for
these permits. The
cost is $10. Each

alarm permit stays with the
property to which it is assigned.
For residents or business owners
who have recently relocated to
Carmel or moved within
Carmel, contact Janet Arnone
at 571-2586 to check the status
of the alarm permit for your
home or business. If
there is an existing per-
mit, there is no need to
reapply. However, the
resident or business
owner should request a
“Change of
Information” form from
the Carmel Clay
Communications
Center to update their
contact information.
